TH E THIRD important section 
of the new Social Security act is 
that dealing with unemployment 
insurance, so-called, payments of 
which, by employers, begin Ja n. 1. 
The best actuaries and insurance 
experts insist that such an ephem­ 
eral thing as employment cannot 
be insured against loss. Perhaps 
a better term than unemployment 
insurance would be unemployment, 
compensation. 
This section of the act is not to 
be federal controlled, but provides 
for federal 
assistance 
to 
those 
states tha t set up unemployment 
insurance laws. The federal gov­ 
ernment will levy a payroll tax on 
all employers of eight or more 
people, and will refund the money 
so collected to those states that 
have 
unemployment 
insurance 
j laws, who will use it as 
reserves 
j for their unemployment insurance 
systems. If a state does not have 
an unemployment insurance law, 
I the federal 
government 
retains 
| the tax. In effect, therefore, this 
j section of the a ct serves to force 
| or coerce all the states into adopt - 
| ing unemployment insurance acts. 
] For each year after the fiscal year 
j ending June 30, 1936, however, the 
( federal 
government will 
appro- 
I priate $49,000,000 to the states for 
| administration of their unemploy* 
; ment compensation laws. 
Some Not Included 
The same classes

Only the employer is to be taxed 
to build u p.the reserves for the 
payment of unemployment com­ 
pensation.

Mrs. Mu llen and her you ngest 
b ab y were trapped in an u pstairs 
room of their home 
when 
the 
b laze, b elieved cau sed b y an ex­ 
plosion, spread rapidly 
throu gh 
the hou se. The hu sb and, 
James 
Mu llen, was at work in a mUl at 
Midland, Pa., when the fire b roke 
ou t. 
Mrs. Rou sh, who lives next door 
to the Mu llen home, ru shed to the 
hou se when she haw the flames. 
She ran throu gh the downstairs 
rooms of the place attem pting to 
find her granddau ghter, and then 
tried to go u pstairs. Flames ru sh­ 
ing down the stairway 
engu lfed 
her, and the b u rns she 
su ffered 
cau sed death last night in city 
hospital. 
Norris, who made his home with 
his grandmother, also made a vain 
effort to reach his sister. He, too, 
was severely b u rned and one of 
his legs was cu t when he kicked 
in a window, lie was given a good 
chance to recover.

Perhaps 
a hotter term than unemployment 
insurance would be unemployment, 
compensation.

This section of the ac-l is not to j 


be federal controlled, but provides 
for federal assistance 
to those 


slates that set up unemployment 
insurance lau's. The federal gov- 
ernment will levy a payroll tax on 
all employers of eight or more 
people, and \vi!l refund the money 
so collected to those states that 
have 
unemployment 
insurance 


laws, who wilt use it as reserves 
fur their unemployment insurance 
systems.

Ueginning Jan. 1. and 
for the year IftHfj, all employers of 
eight or more people, employed for 
some 20 days during the year, each 
day being in a different calendar 
week, shall pay into the federal 
treasury as an excise tax one per 
tf nt. of the wnires of all employes 
coming under jurisdiction of the 
unemployment compensation .sec- 
tion of the aet. 


It is estimated that about 22,- 


fiOO.OOO workers will eome under 
this section of the act. For 1936, 


therefore, their employers will pay 
taxes of approximately $225,000.- 
000 assuming the average annual 
wage of the workers to be around 
SI,000. (This is the average taken 
in the report of 
the 
presidents 


committee on economic security!. 


Tax Goes Up 


Beginning in 1937 employers 


will pay two per cent tax on the 
payroll of all their qualified em- 
ployes, and in 19.'!$ and thereafter. 
they will pay three per cent tax. 


Lumping the taxes which the 


employer must pay under the old 
age pension section, therefore, with 
those he must, pay under the unem- 
ployment compensation section, it 
will be seen that the annual tax 
upon American employers from 
these sources will run into the bil- 
lions of dollars 
annually.

WASHINGTON — New Dealers have 


two confidential charts graphically pic- 
turing the great economic problem of the 
country — how to bridge ' the chasm be- 
tween the steadily rising level of uusiness 
prosperity and the unmoving peak ol' un- 
employment. 


CHART NO. 1 is the as yet unpub- 


lished Federal Reserve Board index of in- 
dustrial production for November. It re- 
cords a joyous story of business well-being, 
with industrial production up to 98, or just 
12 points under the 192;)-2T) average now 
used as the base figure. 


If the rate of business upturn continues 


this month at the pace it has the last two 
months — and there is every indication that 
it will — the index for December 
should 


easily reach 100, possibly top that figure. 


In other words, business lias shaken off 


the pall of depression, is back to normal. 


CHART NO. 2 is based on private em- 


ployment figures of the Labor Department 
and tells an entirely different story. 


It shows gains for November as during 


October. In fact Department economists 
expect to be able to announce a total of 
employment increase for 
tlie 
year 
of 


around 1,000,000. 


But the total of the army of jobless is 


practically unchanged from the figure in 
1932. 


Thus, while approximately 
1,000,000 


workers have returned to private employ- 
ment, no dent has been made on the great 
mass of jobless. Government experts ex- 
plain this seeming paradox as follows: 


1 — The increase in the population. 
2 — Technological 
developments in 


production which are wiping out tens of 
thousands of jobs. 


How to gear the speeding wheels of 


business to the slower wheels of employ- 
ment is a problem about which much will 
be heard at the coming session of Con- 
gress. 


A work-week restricted by law — the de- 


mand of organized labor — will be among 
the foremost solutions offered. In 
1933 


such a proposal, in the form of a 30-hour 
week, came within an ace of being en- 
acted.
